Current Status 

1 . Claims 1-60 are pending in the application.

Claims 23-28 and 36 drawn to an optically active binaphthyl diester 
compound, classified in class 556, subclass 9+. 

Group 5. Claims 30-35 and 43 drawn to an optically active binaphthyl compound, 
classified in class 556, subclass 437+.
